Occasionally we have Jordanians making requests for training grants 
in the States, For the moet part, they do not have the experience and 
educational background that would make then good candidates for training 
in the United States; however, occasionally one will present himself who 
seems to have unusual capacities, yet, since we are limited to considering 
only citisens of Saudi Arabia, there is little that we can do about them, 
In the past, our secretarial problem has been such that it precluded the 
possibility of our writing to anyone in behalf of these few individuals 
whom we felt were unusually worthy from the standpoint of training, 


During the past week a young man, a Jordanian by the name of Fadil 
Shakir Alami, came in to talk to me about ways and means of securing a 
Type C Training Grant in electrical engineering, He struck me ac being 
an unusually worthy prospect and hie attitude and personal characteristics 
were such that I determined | would write to you concerning him, I don't 
know whether it would be at all possible for you to consider a Jordanian 
employed outside of Jordan for a training grant, but in the event you are 
able to do so I would be more than glad to cooperate with you in handling 
this particular case, I asked him to make a few fast notes concerning 


to you his ability to handle English. iis 
single, He is extremely anxious to get to the States so that he can pursue 
his educational objective, He related to me that he had made every effort 
to accomplish this end but up to the moment without any success, lie has 
written to numerous institutions and exploited every scholarship possibility 
but for some reason or other, none of them have materialised, 


In the event that it is possible for you to consider applicante who 
are Jordanians but who live and work outside the borders of the country, 
it has ocourred to me that I could proceed with the preparation of his 
application and send it to you if you cared for me to do so, 


I have heard nothing further concerning the AUB proposed contract 
revisions but I don't suppose there has been sufficient time elapsed for 
any adjustments to be made, I certainly hope that our recommendations are 
seriously considered because I feel that it will clear the way, at least 
in Saudi Arabla, for us to use the services of this institution a great 
deal more than we have been able to in the past, Trusting that I may hear 


from you in the near future, I am

Mesion to Egypt, The only training center that offered any possibility of use 
was the Heliopolis Trade School; however, their facilities were in the process 
of —2** and I was advised that they were not yet ready to participate in 
a regi training arrangemont, It is important to note that up to the presant 
tim there have been no technical training schools discovered in the middle east 
that can be used for training technicians from Saudi Arabia, This Le a great 
handicap because many of the techniclane could more advantageously, becouse of 
language barriers, be trained in the region rather than sending them to the 
United ‘tates, 


Pive aircraft trainees departed for the States during the latter part 
of March, These are the first five new trainees to be sent to the United States 
from applications submitted during this fiscal year, 


On March 25, in response to an invitation from Prince Talal, Minister 
of Communications, I went to Riyadh to discuss the Dawmaw Training School Project 
and a leadership grant for a high official of the Ministry, There were 2 number 
of interesting developaents that resulted fron this visit which have been covered 
in a separate report to the Director, 


Two trainees returned to Saudi Arabia from the States during this two- 
month period, One, Chief Tewfic, who had just concluded a leadership grant,

Referring to your letter of March 1, concerning improvements to Gizan 
Harbor: 


I feel that the proper way to approach this matter is to negotiate a 
single contract with a reputable firm of engineers to make a survey of the 
harbor requirements and prepare specifications covering all improvements as 
Oe ee eee Tt is quite possible that such a survey 
could be made for approximately $50,000 or less; thus, the balance of the 
$100,000 allocated for this project could be contributed towards the actual 


cost of the improvements, 


When this survey has been finished, then bids could be asked for from 
various construction firms to cover the actual construction work, In this way 
our FY/54 SEA funds for this project could be obligated prior to June 30 next, 


In talking this matter over with the Assistant Deputy Finance Minister, 
he agreed that the plan set forth above was in accord with the manner in which 
he wished to handle this project. 


The only information available regarding this harbor is a report made by 
PAO, among other matters, under date of April 12, 1953, copy of the extract 
from this report covering Gisen Harbor being attached for your information, 
We are, however, inclined to feel that the price of $50,400 as set up in this 
extract is somewhat low for the work outlined when all factors attributed 
thereto have been finally settled, 


We shall be glad to call upon Mr, Crooks if it is felt that a trip dom 
here would be warranted, However, as stated above, this project is an absolute 
engineering problem and could best be handled by a qualified engineering firm 
having experience in this line of work,

⸗ EXTRACT FROM PAO REPORT DATED April 15, 1953 


"The Jizan Harbor: 


Cost Estimate ------ 18,000 Pounds Sterling, or $50,400 


The above figures were based on an estimated cost of making some simple 
and rapid improvements in the harbor, It was felt that these simple improvements 
would afford the quickest benefits and would be sufficient to cope with the 
immediate needs, From a preliminary survey of the harbor area, there appeared 
to be possibilities of constructing a jetty from local limestone rock found 
near Jizan City. Point 127 on the enclosed sketch is a drilling location of the 
U.S, Geological Survey, at which limestone was found in the core samples, 
Another location of limestone is near the north gate of the City which is show 
on the sketch) It would be necessary to make tests with the limestone to deter- 
mine its suitability as a material for constructing the jetty. It may be 
possible to use the limestone in its quarried form as rock to build the pier, 

If the limestone is of a poor quality, it still may be possible to use it by 
crushing it and mixing with cement to make reinforced boxes, which could be 
filled with suitable material, sealed, and sunk into the proper place for con- 
struction of the jetty. If the limestone is of a very poor quality, it will 
not be possible to use it at all, In this case it would be necessary to build 


a pier, using timber or other piling, 


The order of work should be: 
1. Selection of a suitable site in the Jizan Harbor for the construction 


of either a jetty or a pier, The selection should be made after a careful survey 
of the depths of the harbor and the adjacent coast line,north and south, After 
the survey, a plan of the harbor should be drawn, which would show the site of 
the jetty, location of bouys which mark the lane of approach, and the depth 
markers, The pier or jetty site should be selected to assure the maximum possible 


ease of entry and exit to the jetty from land, 


2. Determine the suitability of the limestone for use as a material for 
constructing the jetty, 


3. If the limestone be suitable, open one or two quarries at the sites 


shown on the sketch, and begin quarrying, after roads are laid out from the 
harbor site of the plier to the quarry. Jt ie estimated that it would be necessary 


to transport the limestone over these roads for a distance of one and one-half to 
two kilometers, 


4. Begin construction of the jetty. It was originally intended to make 
the top of the jetty 6) meters wide and extend the jetty for a distance of 500 
meters from the shore line into the harbor, The estimated average depth of the 
jetty would be 1} meters, Thie would enable a small craft to transport 25 to 30 
tons through a bouyed channel from a steamer anchored outside the harbor, Such 
a system of transferring the cargo from steamer to jetty by a small harbor craft 
should be adequate for immediate needs, After further development of the Jizan 
area, sea traffic may demand more harbor improvements, It is important that the 
jetty or pier be finished by the end of 1953, at which time the design of the 
Jinan Irrigation Project is expected to be finished and construction work can 


begin."

Referring to your letter of March 2nd, together with enclosures, with 
respect to the utilization of funds authorized under special economic eid, 
and the public works program now being carried out in Iraq: 


We were very much interested in the plan adopted for Iraq for the con~ 
struction of highways and the general improvement of their Bureau of Public 
Works under the supervision of Edwards, Kelcey & Buck. However, here in Saudi 
Arabia we feo] that we have an entirely different situation to face, in the 
first place, at the present time there is no Department of Public Works for 
the country, and such work as is necessary along these lines is being done by 
the German construction fira, "Govenco", which took over the first of this 
year when Baker Construction Co, stepped out. Most of their work is snal) 
building, such as houses, warehouses, etc,, for members of the Royal family 
and the Government, and a general maintenance progran of such buildings, 
property, etc, Nothing along the lines of large general construction work has 
been done by either Baker or the present company, Jact year, Baker Uo, did 
lay down an asphalt covering on one of the main streets of Jidda, but its 
present condition in places is almost impassable. 

Prince Talal, Minister of Communications, under whose jurisdiction a 
Department of Public Works would come, is most anxious to have such a Department 
set up, 


© you are quite aware, we do not have in thie country 
Works 


You may rest assured that 


foregoing paragraphs, I would indeed be pleased to talk with either Mr. 
Keleey or ir. MacDonald for the purpose of finding out in what manner a 
similar program could be inaugurated here, In this connection, I shall cable 
Traq inviting either one of these gentlemen to come to Jidda for this purpose, 
if they so desire, 


Prince Talal seems to have in mind great plans for a highway system through- 
out Saudi Arabia, We feel, however, that the actual construction work on such 
a system should be carried out by the Government itself, rather than letting 
out contracts to various firms, and thereby save the Government a considerable 
amount of money, However, in order to carry out this plan they would need 
assistance from ue in the way of a qualified highway engineer or engineers for 
the purpose of supervising, planning, etc. the work. It would be in thie manner 
that possibly some of the Saudi nationals could be trained to a limited extent 
in this type of work, having in mind their present educational background, If 
a plan similar to Irag could be adopted for this country under present conditions, 
it would, naturally, take care of their road building program, as well as any 
other public works which they might have in mind, Further, it would set up for 
them a real Department of Public Works for the entire country, 


In connection with the railway survey for the old Hejaz Railroad, we were 
approached by Prince Talal to ascertain if we could be of assistance in the 
rehabilitation of this line, I told them that if it were at all possible we 
would be glad to help them, This railroad is sponsored by a comuittee represent- 
ing the Moslem countries, and its present members are from Jordan, Syria and 
this country. It seems, according to rumors being passed around, that there is 


considerable pressure being brought forth to restore this line, The only possible — 


way that we could be of assistance in this matter would be the railway survey, 

as we would not be interested in its construction cost or work, I feel that it 
is not too much out of line from an assistance program standpoint to do this 
work along the lines similar work will be done in laying out their highway system, 
Insofar as the Jidda-Riyadh railway survey is concerned, I have written to you 
concerning thie matter as per my letter of March 10, 


I shall keep you advised concerning these matters and give you the results 
of our discussion with either Mr. Kelcey or Mr. MacDonald,

We were prepared to cable you concerning the advice contained in 
your USFOT A-83 of March 3; however, it was decided that it would be more 
desirable to discuss the matter referred to in this communication through 
the means of a letter, 


We would like to request reconsideration of the three mentioned 
applicants, particularly Bakur Abbas Khomais whose training program, though 
different from the routine training arrangements currently available through 
our Washington organization, should be implemented as recommended, ie are 
conscious of the fact that the applications of Murshid and Basee could be 
considered less desirable than other candidates whose applications we have 
submitted, Their personal characteristics and the knowledge of the situation 
as it exists in Saudi Arabia has tipped the balances in favor of our decision 
to submit the applications of these two latter individuals, We believe that, 
should our recomendations in connection with these two men be followed, the 
results will be beneficial because we know them and their personal qualities 
which set them apart from many of the Saudi Government employees, 


In the case of Mr. Khomais, his training program has been very very 
carefully considered, both from the standpoint of personal qualities and 
characteristics as well as to the service that he will be called upon to 
render upon his return to Saudi Arabia, He is not an ordinary candidate, 
nor is thie an ordinary training request, We have recommended his application 
end Mr. Khomais very highly and would like to reiterate our convictions with 
respect to his case, 


He currently is an employee of the Ministry of Finance who for the 
past six to eight months has been assigned by the Ministry of Finance to the 
direct assistance of the USA Operations Mission to Saudi Arable, parti 
the Division of Bducation, His full salary and expenses amount to a 
900 Riyals per month and are paid by the Saudi Arabian Government, His office 
is with the Division of Education, His efforts in interpreting, 
an¢ assisting in the processing and documentation of training applications 
have been indispensable, 


His long experience with the American Bnbassy and an English speaking 
organization, the SAMS gold mining corporation, has given him a 
of experience that few Saudi Arabians have, particularly on this side of 
the country, Aside from this background, he ie a man of high motives and 
ideals, pleasing personality, impeccable in his attire, with a real objective 
in life, We have considered him one of our finest prospects for training in 
the United States, He has attended evening classes in the Comercial School 
sponsored by our Mission ever since the organisation of the school, In 
addition, he has supported it, promoted it, and otherwise been of extreme 
service in making our efforts a constructive reality in connection with this 


project. 


His training program has been recomeended in the light of conditions 
with which this government is currently faced in the transaction of its 
rapidly increasing business, As you probably know, all secretarial and 
clerical assistance in Saudi Arabia are males, No women are employed in any 
of the government offices or for that matter in any of the government activities, 
This means that the volume of clerical work in the government agencies has to be 
performed by men and currently by men who have no conception of modern methods 
and training barely above the level of Arabic writing ability, Aside from the 
typewriter, there are few, if any, modern machines used in the transaction of 
government business, We are attempting to give training on some modern busi- 
ness machines in our Commercial School and employers have in many instances 
purchased modern machines which stand idle because of the inability of their 
emphoyees to run them or to understand the value of their services in the 
discharge of the business of their offices, 


These modern business machines are going to be amplified in the Commer- 
cial School but again we find our efforts inhibited because we have no one 
upon whom we can draw who understands their operation or possesses the skill 
to run then convincingly or skillfully, The need for modern methods and 
ability in the government offices is beyond description, 


‘ir. Khomais, above all others, has been selected because we feel he has 
the capacity to acquire the skills in the use of these modern machines and 
the ability to transmit his knowledge not only to trainees but in the improve- 
ment of procedures as far as business is concerned in the governmental agencies 
of Saudi Arabia, The Ministry of Finance is committed to this training program 
and has agreed to make Mr. Khomais' services available to other governmental 
agencies and particularly the Commercial School, upon his return, The training 
program that we have designed and recommended, as you may see after this 
explanation, coincides directly with the ultimate objective towards which we 
are striving and for which we want Mr, Khomais trained, 


Your communication stated further that the training desired could be 
secured on an inter-country basis, This suggestion cannot be followed because 
it is absolutely impossible to secure the kind of training we have requested 
for Mr. Khomais anywhere closer than the United States, There 
of providing the kind of training we have in mind in the Middle Kast,

We feel that such training as we have requested is available through private 
schools in Washington or New York and that arrangenents for Mr. Khomais! 
training through these private schools could be made with relatively little 


difficulty, 


It might be that, rather than referring to this training program as 
one of public administration to be handled by the Bureau of the Budget, the 
program might be more appropriately considered as an educational program to 
be handled through the U.S, Office of Education, 


We earnestly solicit your reconsideration of Mr. Khomais' candidacy 
and early advice concerning your decision,

Saudi Arabian Government has made an investment in these five people far in 
excess of the investment so far of the United States Government, The rela~ 
tively anal] investment that may be required to keep these young men in 
training under the circumstances should not be an iten of major consideration, 
We hope that every effort will be put forth to continue these Saudis in 
training for the full two year period in accordance with the request of this 
Mission and that of the Ministry of Communications, 


We are enclosing a letter from one of the trainees under date of 
March 12 which typifies recent communications that we have received fron

Activity on the Quarantine Station Project increased considerably 
during the month of March, SeAeG, at long last issued an order to the 
Engineering and Construetion Company (Covenco) to make the necessary 
additions and alterations to complete the Station, Work has been initiated, 
and the total progress to date has been the construction of a number of 
holes for vindowe to allow light and vontiletion in the Disinfection 
Building. 


On March ll, a trip was made to the Asir - Tihama region in Southvest 
Saudi Arabla, A limited survey of this proposed area for Community 
Development vork wae conducted, and the return journey was completed on 
Merch 25, The attached report is a brief account of observations of 
the area, During wy absence from Jidda the Quarantine Station work 
deseribed above took place, The Mrector of the Quarantine Service was 
disturbed that I could not be present to supervise the initial vork.

The World Health Organisation has appointed a new Quarantine Advisor 
to Jidda, Dre Ae Re Sadek, Dr, Sadek has now arcived from Cairo and 
will remain in Jidde until December, 1954. "rom my single conversation 
with him, he appears to be very well informed on the present status of 
the new Station, He discussed the follow'ng difficulties to be surmounted 
before the Station begins operations 
1, There is still a controversy regarding the water supply. Dr. Sadek 
agrees that a foureinch line from the Jidda supply is necessary, 
but there is a great deal of opposition fron the «ater Company, who 
claim that there is not enough water, A salt water supply de still 
being considered, and a larger storage tank for “resh water 1s planned, 


2, A power station must be built and equipped to supply electricity, 
There seams to be no possibility of obtaining pwer from the present 
or future Jeddah Ylectrie sup lies. 


3, Three storehouses must be built, They will be used for (1) medical 
supplios, (2) non-medical itens, ani (3) inflamables, 


—— — — The ice will be manufactured 
in Jidda, 


5. A procedure must be developed for removing Pilgrins fron infected 
ships to the Quarantine Station without danger of contamination 
to the inhabitents of Jidda, Dr, Sadek proposes a private jetty

6. A Director of the Station must be appointed, and the hospitals 
require staffing. 


Dr, Sadek expressed the opinion that,in view of the amount of work

This report 
accompanied an all-over plan of work in Health for Wadi Khuleis, 
which was prepared and sent to the Ministry for their approval, 


The following date gives the results of blood films with 
respect to malaria parasites found in an examination of 91 
persons of all age groups.

The children seldom or 
never leave their places of residence and, therefore, present 
e more acourato picture of the parasitic rete. Of the 0-15 
yeer old group, a total of 24 persons were examined and 1) 
were found to be positive, or 46 per cent (45.85) hed malerie. 
This rate of 46 per cent in the 0-15 year age group corresponded 
closely with an earlier spot check which I made on July 28, 1953, 
On the date, I examined 14 persons 0-15 yenrs old; seven, or 
50 per cont, were found to be positive.

PRELIMIMARY REPORT OW THE WEEDS OF HEALTH AND 
SANITATION WORK IW WADI KAULAIS 


(By Je Miles Butler) 


The following is an account of obpervations made at Wadi Kmlais 
during the months of January ond February, 195), This preliminary survey 
was nade to ascertain some of the basic health and sanitation needs in 
Wadd Krulata as designated in the Prajeot Agreement for ural Comunity 
Development, Projects jietween the Governnen': of the Inived Staten of xries 
aot the Kinzion of Seedi Arabia. 


Deseriptien of ives: 
Wadi Khmlais (about 82 km, N., Jidda) is a large egg-shaped vaci 


about fourteen miles long and six miles wide, not including the long 
narrow canyon extending ite northeast boundaries, In the main flat area 
of the wadi, we counted over 86 dug wells which were used for irrigation, 
If wells further up the canyon were included, we saw over 100 in use, 
This does not include about 100 wells which are not in use or which are 
weed for drinking water only. An approximate estimate of the population 
can be made if one used a low figure of 20 houses around each of the 100 
wells in use, giving a total of 2,000 houses, If there were an average of 
five persons per house, the total population in the wadi would be 10,000 
or more persons, 

Sinoe nost of the farming is concentrated at the northern end of the 
wati, the majority of the population is located in that area, 


The small villages around the wells are forned of about 20 huts which 
are similar in general appearance md construction to those in Wadi Fatima, 
exept that the Kmlais hute are made of thatched reeds and not palm leaves 
ami some mudebrick houses are present. 

In the wadi there is one spring or dibtle that irrigates a pala grove 
which is situated about six ko, east of the souk village. lesides the wells 
am the one spring or dibble there is an enormous amount of open, free- 
running surface water in the canyon. ‘his open water is abundant in fish 
up to five or six inches (13 to 15 om.) long and other aquatic plants and 
animale including wsquito Larvae and snails. 


Advantages of Preventive vedieine in ‘ural Areas : 

Experienee has show that if a sun of money wore allotted equally 
to alanieal medicine and preventive medicine, preventive medicine would 
be able to help mare people and more fully raise the general standard of 
living than the clinical form of medicine, Therefore, the health and san- 
itation needs of Wadi Khulais were viewed, first, as to the possibility 
of controlling the debilitating diseases of the population, and secondly, 
weatment of those diseases wich now exist, 

Since we, who are concerned with health, realise that there are 
inaufficient funds to accomplish all of the necessary work imediately, 
& progran in a rural area mst be based on a long tern plm which will 
give the bent results for the maney expended md attack those debilitating 
diseases that woaken a population, its productivity and its resistance to 
other fatal (\iseases,

/ Nelaria ig one of the debilitating diseases which is considered to 
be such an intensified md serious problem, hat it constitutes a substane 
tial hindrance to the economic development in many countries of the world, 
Tts reduction in areas where it existe would go a long way toward the 
achievenent of self-sufficiency in agricultural produetion, and « conse- 
quent improvement of the standard of living and health of the population, 
Malaria was thus considered as one of the first debilitating diseases to 
look for in Wali Khulais and, if present, to concentrate on the most econon 
leal means of controlling it, 


Survey, Results and Recomandat ions: 
Through the generous support ad cooperation of tr, Shumm of the 
$.A0, Ministry of Health with the Health and Sanitation Division of USK, 
& spotecheck for malaria was made in Wadi Khulais during January-!ebruary,

Malaria infection is manifested by the discovery of the parasite in 
the human ledy, Only the finding of the parasite in the blood or other 
tissues is indisputable proof of the existenwe of tim infection, 

The following data gives the results of blood filme with respect to 
ealaria parasites found in a examination of 91 persons of all age groups, 
‘Twenty-six persons showed a positive blood file for maria, or 2 per cant 
(28.57) had malaria, To realise the intensity of malaria in a conamity, 
emphasis is usually placed on the O«l5 year age croup, since this group 
has not aoquired as much tolerance ar immnity as the older age groups in 
an endemic area, ‘he children seldom or never leave their places of resi- 
dence ant, therefore, present a more accurate picture of the parasitic rate,

Of the O-lS year old group, a total of 2h persons ware exauined and ll wre 
found to be positive, or h6 por cont (L505) had malaria, This rate of hé 
per cent in the «1S year age group corresponded closely with an carlier 
spot-check which I made on July 25, 1953, On this date, 1 persons, 15 
years old and younger, vere examined and seven, or 50 par cent, were found 
to be positive, 

‘The possible breeding areas for mosquitoes included the hundreds of 
used and unused wells, the spring ar dibble, ad all of the open running 
water. From these many different areas, thirteen stations ar places were 
chosen for examination for anopheline larvae, Three species of anopheline 
larvae were collected and identified, Anopheles d'thali was the most con- 
mon, Anopheles sergenti, ‘he next most comon, and Anopheles gambiae was 
the least commen but found in both the open rumming water and a well, In 
a nuabor of places examines, wiopheline larvae were found in such great 
mumbers that literally hundreds were present in a few dips. 

with a parasitic rate of 14 per cent in the 015 year old group, with 
both Anopheles sergenti and Anopheles gaabiae present, 1 is evident that a 
basic malaria survey and control program is needed in the Wadi Khulais area, 

The blood smears from the 91 persons examined fm malaria parasites, 
were also checked and found negative for trypanosom (slecpiny sickness) 
and ulerofilarise (elephantitis), 

In examining the blood fils it was noted that a number of people had 
an increase in eosinophils above normal, which is probably due \o some 
intestinal helainthic infection, “his possibility of intestinal helainthic 
infection is also supported by the many complaints of whose exauined, vho

stated that they had trouble with their bowel movenents and urinations. 
This evidence is sufficient enough to warrant a survey for intestinal hel- 
minths and bilharsia when the malaria survey is completed and the malaria 
control wrk has been started, 

It should be noted that malaria has had a long histary in Saudi Arabia 
and that the need for Saudi Aratim citisens trained as malaria technicians 
is definitely needed in this country to help in raising ite health stumdards, 
‘(rained Saudi Arabian citisens vould provide assurance of their continued 
service to Saudi Arabia in filling a difficult and needed lifetime work, 
Wisely chosen men should be able to read a¢ speak iglish since much of 
the literature on malaria is either witten in Inglish or translated into 
English, ‘These men should be regarded with pride during their training, 
which demends the learning of many difficult things, and in their work, 
which will take then out of their accustomed city environment to live in 
tents and work in the hot desert far days, weeks, or months at a tine. 
These technically trained men should be paid sufficiently and respected 
highly for their work to discourage then fron returning to easier jobs in 
the cities, 

If an adequate place can be furnished in Jidda for the laberatery work, 
wich includes identifying the nosquite larvae md reading the blood films, 
the Saudi Arabian eitisens assigned to work in the laboratory and an fidld 
inspectars could be trained, while working, by the USAOM staff. If som 
Saudi Arabian citisens are now partially trained in malaria work, it would 
be advantageous to assign then to the project in order that they may receive 
ativanced training and, in turn, could assist in tho traiming of others.

Under the provisions of the Commnity Develorment Project Agreement 
entered into by the Kingdon of Saudi Arabia and the Goverment of the 
United States of America on December 15, 1952, it 1s proposed that the 
following initia) plan of work for agricultural development in the Wadi 
Khulais area be adopted and items of services, mterials, supplies, 
equipment and other physical facilities set forth below be provided by 
the Ministry of Agriculture and the USAOM to Saudi Arabia for implementing 
this plan of vork inmediately, 

Ban of Work 

1, Betablish an Experimental arn, 

Tt is proposed that the Ministry of Agriculture establish a crop 
experimental farm of 15 feddans in area at Well Mo, 5 to be operated by 
the Ministry of Agriculture in cooperation with the USA Operetions Mision 
to Saudi Arabia, The purpose of this farm will be to (1) test seeds and 
determine the best varieties, (2) produce seeds to be distributed to 
formers, (3) provide nurseries for vegetables of the best varieties, (4) 
determine the best production methods, and (5) demonstrate the best ways 
of combatting insects and diseases, 

When the best seeds and plants have been determined, a munber of 
leading farmers scattered throughout the comnutty will be invited to plant 
a fev of the seeds to demonstrate their value, Other farmers seeing these 
demonstrations vill become interested in obtaining and planting the better 
seode. 
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Some of the work on the Qulaas Farm can be started inmediately 
with personnel and equipment now on hand, such as testing drawlown of 
Well No. 5, selecting experimental farm site, testing soil for irrigation 
qualities and plant food, contouring and leveling land, planning and con- 
structing irrigation system, irrigating and planting seed, and placing 
seed in the hands of some farners for testing. 

2. Cleaning of Dug Wells. 

Hundreds of dug wells are now in Wadi Khulais from vhich farmers 
draw water for irrigation, Many of these wells have accumleted mech sand 
and other debris which reduces the available flow of water and consequently 
cultivatable acreage, Farmers are interested in cleaning these wells Wut 
lack equiyment for this work. 

Tt 1s proposed that a local team of three persons be trained to 
Clean wells with the use of equimment provided by the Ministry and daac 
and that this team and equipment be made available to farmers in exchange 
for their labor to be used on the experimental farm or some other work of 
communi ty develoment., 

3. Instruct Farmers in Improved Irrigation Methods, 

Tt 1s proposed that farmers be instructed in improved irrigation 
methods so they will get the greatest benefits from water that is aveilable, 
There are many wells in the commmity vith water levels close to the surface, 
and it is proposed that steps be taken to demonstrate taking water from 
these wells with low cost pumps, This will enable the farmers to cultivate 
more land and thereby increase their production, 

4. lvestock Improvement, 
Contact farmers and determine their interest in improving and 
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inoreasing poultry production. Should there be sufficient interest, provide 
each interested farmer with a certain number of baby chicks with the under. 
standing thet he will return something in kind as payment for the chicks, 
Tt is proposed that feed be purchased and delivered at the rate of one 
pound per chick at the time of delivery, and that a supply of appropriate 
feed be kept on hend at the local suq or at the compound vhere it may be 
purchased by the farmers until feed is available at the suq. Also, it will 
be necessary to obtain the farmers’ agreement to provide suitable quarters 
for keeping the young chicks, 

Under the supervision of the extension specialist, supervise the 
construction of pit silos for farmers where there is sufficient interest 
and the possibility of it being a practical investment for the farmer, Tach 
farm will supply its own construction mterials and the required labor for 
all work needed, 

Tt should be pointed out that the Livestock Experimental Station 
near Jidda will cooperate with the commmity in obtaining purebred sires 
and the distribution of these to given places in the community, 

Instruct farmers in the control of livestock pests and diseases, 

5. Seed Inprovenent. 

Provide a way of distributing improved seeds and plants to farmers 
for payment in kind or labor, just as soon as tests have been made on the 
experimental farm to determine their production standards and their 
suitability to the area, 

6, Range Management, 

Select a 40 acre tract of Government owed land appropriately 

located in the Wadi Mhulais area to be used for experimental purposes in 
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determining ways and means of improving vegetation for livestock grasing. 
This will involve fencing the area and importing seed from other countries 
where range crops have been grown reasonably successfully under similar 
Climatic conditions, in attempt will be made to re-establish vegetation 
native to the Khulais area which has been depleted during the years because 
of overgrazing.

9. Roads, 

Due to the importance of transportation to agricultural development 
and advancement, it is proposed that a study be made, in cooperation with 
the Ministry of Transportation and Commnications, relative to contacting 
the road of Wadi Khulais with the paved Jidda-Nedina road, and put the 
results of such a study into immediate action if they are feasible, 

10, Extension Expert, 

Appoint an extension expert to direct the farmers to follow the 
nodern nethods of agricultural production and to control insects scattered 
throughout the Wadi, provided his activities should include the nearby wadis 
a@ twat Dhulade.

we saw large dams on the Wadi Thumalla, Wadi Massara and Wadi Saysed, 
I was told thet Sud (dam) Saysed was constructed about 1300 years ayo, 
according to an inscription on the rocks. It is level full of silt. sud 
Thumalla and Sud Massara are very large structures, partly destroyed by 
floods and now ineffective, Both of these dams appear to be much older than 
Sud Saysed. It is Significant thet islands of silt which remain a ove 
Sud Thunalla indicate that the reservoir behind this dam had completely 
filled with silt before the dam was partly washed away, 


I understand that a dam site has been surveyed at Akrima on Wadi Waj, 
There was also some discussion about a good dam site nearer Taif and the posse 
ibility of repairing the sud Thumalla, The life of any storage reservoir 
will be short, because of very rapid silting, unless some means is found to 
control silt movement above the dam, The only truly sucessful meang is 
through an adequate cover of vegetation in the wadis above, In all cases, 
the vegation now is very sparse and completely ineffective for reducing silt 
movement. 


Grazing and Range 


The areas near Taif, and especially the high mountains to the west, are 

very important for summer grazing. I am told thet the large number of animals 
which were moved to the Red sea Coastal Plain following the November 
rain., move to these ranges near Taif in sumer, Grass and other good 
vegetation is extremely sparse, This country is now producing only a small 

fraction of the forage which it is capable of under the prevailing rainfall, 
The lack of veget.tion on these hills contributes to exce.sive silt movement, 
high seyls, and a reduction in the amount of water entering the soil to 
maintain the ground water levels in the wadis. 


The immense plain, known as Al Aire, was seen between Taif and Turaba, 
This plain extends many miles easward and to the north, It has a fairly 
good cover of vegetation but, I am told, very few wells. It is therefore used 
mostly by camels, and largely in the spring. 


The area between Turaba and Kurmah is haggzim (volcanic plain with small 
stones), between Turava and Bisha it is largely harra (volcanic area with 
large stones), Between Kurmah and Ranya, and between Ranya and Bisha, the 
country is very sandy,with little vegetation, Livestock range here is very 
sparse, i was told by the Rmire of Turaba and Kurmah that grazing is not 
very important here, The principal opportunity is to plant and produce more 
forage under cultivation and increase the number of milk cattle, milk goats, 
and sheep for meat and wool, by feeding such products,

— (Preserves; Protected Areas) 


We saw several hemmas, The largest is the Hemma N'Moor, west of Taif, 
to which we rode on mules, It is very large and has been established by 
the tribe. I am told it is closed to the grazing of sheep and goats, but 
open to grazing of camels, horses, and mules, There is a good stand of 
grasses and other forage plan's, in contrast to the surrounding area outside 
the hema, This contrast is very sharp. 


The Hema Saysed was established by the Government for the grazing of 
Governwent stock such as horses and camels, It appeared very dry but shrubs 
were noticeably better than on the outside. Grass was much Letter on the 
hillsides, I was told the Hemma Saysed was abolished and the area opened to 
grazing this year, It is unfortunate that the protection could not be cone 
tinued witil a plan could be made to control the time and amount of grazing 
80 that the forage plants will not be destroyed. 


We saw the Hemua Nikht and the Hemma Tallahat. The latter is a small 
area of rugged mountains closed for the protection of bee plants, There is 
a large "bee village", operated by one man, for the production of honey. 
There is very little grass within this hema, but three species of flowering 
plants are abundant, 


There is also a small area at Jud Thumalla, enclosed by stone fences 
and not grazed. The contrast inside the fenced area and outside was remarke 
able, Inside, the rasses were tall and producing -eed, Outside, there were 
few grasses and these were grazed very short. 


It wus mentioned thet there had been a 10 year drought but that nore 
rain had fallen during the last three years, The poor condition of the ranges 
we saw wes blamed on the drought. I agree that a severe drought has visited 

» the land recently, The many dead sallem bushes and other shrubs indica‘e 
that unusually dry conditions have prevailed. but the uiformly vet’ er 
condition of grasses and shrubs in the hemmas indicates tht much of the range 
deterioration must te attributed to excessive grazing because drought does 
not stop at a stone wall or at the boundary of » hema,

resistant grasses and shrubs without irrigation. The balance of the plot 
will be protected but the native vegetation will be allowed to remain as a 
demonstration of recovery and forage production. This plot may be conservae 
tively grazed when recovery is complete, 


A suitable site was selected adjacent to the south side of the Taif 
Airport. It is recommended that this site be approved and title to the 
lands be assured by the Saudi Arabian Ministry of Ayriculture, The plot should 
be fenced cs soon a8 fencing materials arrive. The most appropriate times 
for seeding of introduced species is believed to be prior to May 15 or during 
late August, 


Just ©s soon as these two plots are sufficeitly developed so that ‘the 
most suitable species may be selected, it is recoumended that a field 
planting of 200 to 300 acres be undertaken, A suitable site exists on the 
Wadi Garrowa Saliha, just outside of Taif, No soil preparation will be 
necessary.

Extensive stands of ar-ar (Juniperous sp,) were seer: in the Hema 
N'Moor. Very few trees occur on similar mountain lands outside the hemma, 
This is a scrubiy juniper with numerous stems, some cutting was observed 
just inside «he hemma boundary. Controls should be adopted so that one 
stem is left uncut to grow into a larger tree, The use of athil (Tamarix 
Spe) was observed at several places, notably Turaba and Bisha. Athil has } 





been used to some extent to stabilize sand dunes, Wide use could effectively 

be made of athil plantings to stabilize the large dunes west of Ranya, 
Athil is also much used for small building timbers, At Hisha very old athil 
trees are repeatedly lopped for this purpose, It can also be much more 
widely used for windbreaks around farms, Cuttings can be readily rooted 
although watering is necessary for one year, 





On the upper Wadi Waj about 12 miles from Taif a very large ucalyptus 
tree was observed, It is confidently believed that Eucalyptus can be readily 
established in many of the wadis at Taif, at Turaba, and perhaps in carefully 

selected areas at Bisha, Bucalyptus will make a good shelterbelt to protect 
farms ayainst sand, It will also add «reatly to the supply of building 
timber and fuel wood, Agriculturist Badr has successfully grown Lucalyptus, 
I saw some of his fine trees on the military hospital grounds at Taif, It 

is recommended thet USAOM obtain Lucalyptus seed; the saudi Arabian Ministry 
of Agriculture to make available funds for a small nursery at Taif, Mr. 

Badr could undertake the growing of nursery stock, its distribution and he 
could also supervise field planting and initial care of trees, I have availe — 
able a small quantity of seed of Eucalyptus gomphocephala which I can make 
available just as soon as proper provisions can be made to carry this project 
to success, ]

We were met in Ma'an by the Chief Inspector of the Jordan State Railways 
on the evening of February 6th and spent the night there in Petra Hotel, 
next morning, February 7th, we left Ma'an via gasoline inspection 
arriving there at 3,0 P.M,, where we were met by the Under Secretary of the 
Ministry of Communications for Jordan, Director General of the Railroads and 
several. others, with whom we discussed the highlights of our trip. The following 
day, February btn, we called on the Saudi Arabian Ambassador, USA Ambassador, 
Under Secretary of the Ministry of Comunications and Point IV officials for the 
purpose of discussing the trip. 

It was very apparent from our conversations that all are very deeply con- 
cerned with this project and would like very much to have the railroad rehabili- 


tated. 

We left Amman via the same gasoline inspection car at 5.00 A.M. on February 
9th and in Damascus at 1.00 P,M,, where we were met by the Minister of Agricul- 
ture, who is also Manager of the Syrian State Railways, Deputy Minister of Com 
mmnications and others of the Syrian Government, ‘The remainder of the afternoon 
was used up in a general discussion of our trip, ‘The following day we made 
official calls on the Saudi Arabian Ambassador, USA Ambassador, Minister of 
Commnications,Minister of Public Works, Director General of Transportation 
and also to the office of the President of Syria. At all the meetings the main 
subject of discussion was our trip across the desert and the condition of the 
railroad, 
In between times we got back to our hotel and started in our report of the 
trip which was to be the subject of a meting with the Manager of the Railroads 
on the afternoon of February 10th, On February llth the report was further dis- 
cussed and we were then invited to a luncheon at Club deOrient by the Minister of 
Public Works and his staff, 

We left Damascus on February llth via taxi at 3.15 P.M, for Beirut. 

We found the same feeling in Damascus with respect to the rehabilitation 
of the railroad as we had found in Amman, Everyone was desirous of having the 
line placed in operation. 

In our report we placed the cost of rehabilitation at approximately 
40,000,000 Syrian pounds, or in the neighborhood of $11,500,000 to $12,000,000, 
depending greatly upon the number of drainage structures it will be required 
to construct along the line, 


I have given considerable thought to the rehabilitation of this rail ad 
while on the trip and wish to make the following coment:
